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SELECTMEN'S  MESSAGE 

PROPERTY  INVENTORIES:  A  new  State  law  which  effects  each  and 
every  property  owner  has  been  passed  and  becomes  effective  April  1,  1978. 
This  law  absolutely  requires  the  Selectmen  to  insist  upon  a  completed  annual 
property  inventory  form  and  imposes  a  mandatory  penalty  for  failure  to  file 
one  by  April  15th  of  each  year.  Any  person  who  fails  to  file  an  inventory  by 
April  15th  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  1%  of  the  property  tax.  but  in  no  case  less 
than  $10  nor  more  than  $50.  Any  person  failing  to  file  and  becoming  liable 
for  a  penalty  shall  lose  the  right  to  appeal  any  property  tax  matter  or  claim 
exemptions.  Where  no  property  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year,  the 
comment  "no  changes  from  last  year"  or  "same  as  last  year"  shall  be  accept- 
able. 

SAVINGS  BANK  TAX:  We  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact 
that  the  City  of  Concord  is  receiving  a  portion  of  tax  revenue  which  justly  be- 
longs to  the  Town  of  Bow.  The  records  show  that  in  1891,  when  Bow's  pop- 
ulation was  725,  the  revenue  received  from  savings  bank  tax  was  $2,521.35. 
However,  last  year  with  Bow's  population  in  excess  of  3300,  the  total  revenue 
received  was  only  $5,335.00.  This  is  because  a  number  of  us  living  in  Bow 
have  our  address  as  RFD  Concord!  Please  check  your  bank  accounts  and  be 
sure  that  you  list  your  residence  as  Bow,  not  Concord. 

BGILDING:  For  your  information  this  year  there  were  70  single  family 
building  permits  issued.  A  sharp  increase  from  the  47  single  family  permits 
issued  in  1976.  It  appears  that  what  has  happened  to  the  communities  south 
of  us  has  finally  reached  Bow.  In  this  year's  Warrant  you  will  find  an  article 
to  establish  a  commercial  and  industrial  committee  to  look  into  and  make 
recommendations  as  to  how  Bow  can  increase  our  commercial  and  industrial 
base  to  help  keep  our  tax  rate  from  climbing  at  an  alarming  rate.  We  as  Se- 
lectmen, hope  you  will  support  this  article. 

CLOSING  OF  TOWN  ROAD:  In  the  Warrant  you  will  find  an  article  ask- 
ing you  to  vote  to  close,  subject  to  Gates  and  Bars,  a  portion  of  the  Wood 
Hill-Hooksett  Road.  We  feel,  this  portion  of  road  should  have  been  closed 
several  years  ago.  Little  maintenance  has  been  done  on  it  and  even  in  the 
summertime  can  only  be  navigated  on  by  four  wheel  drive  vehicles.  If  build- 
ing lots  are  sold  along  this  portion  of  the  road  and  the  Town  is  forced  to  go  in 
and  re-construct  it,  it  will  be  the  most  expensive  section  of  road  this  Town  has 
ever  built  and  would  probably  cost  in  excess  of  $50.00  per  foot  as  there  are 
several  out  croppings  of  ledge  and  severe  water  problems  which  would  re- 
quire full  drainage.  We  as  Selectmen,  sincerely  hope  you  will  support  this 
article. 

BUILDING  INSPECTOR:  After  the  resignation  of  our  Building  Inspector 
— Robert  T.  Ojendyk,  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  Robert  L.  Parrish, 
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P.E.  fill  in  the  interim  while  we,  with  the  assistance  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association,  sought  a  full-time  replacement.  We  were  extremely 
fortunate  in  hiring  Mr.  Kenneth  W.  Andrews,  from  So.  Windham,  Maine. 
Ken  assumed  the  duties  of  Building  Inspector  January  24th,  1978  and  looks 
forward  to  working  with  everyone  concerned. 

SEWER  LINE:  In  this  year's  Warrant  you  will  find  an  article  asking  you  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $120,000.00  to  place  two  sewer  lines  under 
1-93  and  the  1-93  &  1-89  intersection  prior  to  the  completion  of  re-construc- 
tion which  will  be  done  in  1978.  Whether  or  not  this  is  a  wise  investment,  will 
be  left  up  to  you  to  decide  at  Town  Meeting;  however,  it  is  our  opinion  that  if 
these  lines  are  not  put  in  at  this  time,  it  will  cost  up  to  three  times  as  much  to 
do  later  on,  if  the  State  will  allow  it  to  be  done  which  at  this  time  is  still  in 
question. 

ELECTION  OF  PLANNING  BOARD:  In  the  Warrant  you  will  find  a 
petitioned  article  once  again  requesting  that  the  Planning  Board  be  an  elec- 
tive rather  than  an  appointed  board.  Once  again,  we  ask  you  to  vote  no  in 
support  of  your  Planning  Board. 

SEPARATION  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  AND  RESCUE  SQGAD: 

In  the  Warrant  you  will  find  an  article  for  your  consideration  regarding  the 
separation  of  the  Bow  Rescue  Squad  from  the  Bow  Fire  Department.  From  a 
management  and  budget  point  of  view,  this  seems  to  be  the  best  way  to  pro- 
ceed. We  ask  your  support  on  this  article. 

NGMBERING  OF  ALL  DWELLINGS:  Selectmen  last  year  approved  a 
recommendation  from  the  Police.  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  to 
number  all  dwellings  in  Town.  As  of  this  date,  this  project  has  not  been  com- 
pleted; however,  we  do  expect  its  completion  by  mid  1978.  Once  this  project 
is  done,  it  will  assist  these  departments  in  locating  a  particular  building  in  an 
emergency  situation. 

CURRENT  USE  ASSESSMENT:  For  those  of  you  who  have  parcels  of 
land  under  Current  Use  assessment,  you  are  reminded  that  you  must  file 
annually,  before  April  15th.  For  further  information  on  Current  Use  or  Dis- 
cretionary Easements,  please  contact  the  Selectmen's  Office,  Grandview 
Road. 

EXPANSION  OF  SARGENT  PARK:  Due  to  your  support  at  last  year's 
Town  Meeting,  we  are  happy  to  announce  that  the  transaction  has  been  com- 
pleted regarding  the  purchase  of  additional  property  bordering  Sargent  Park 
(located  behind  Municipal  Building).  This  has  eliminated  the  two  problems 
of  a  portion  of  the  driveway  as  well  as  the  bleachers  on  the  left  field  line  which 
were  previously  on  privately  owned  property. 

EXCELLENT  GIFTS:  TTiis  is  to  remind  you  that  copies  of  our  Town's 
History,  "100  Acres,  More  or  Less"  are  still  available  at  $20.00  each  from  the 
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Selectmen's  Office.  Also,  Bi-Centennial  and  250th  coins  are  available.  Both 
make  excellent  gifts. 

As  in  the  past  we  as  a  Board  have  tried  to  keep  the  Town  running  smooth- 
ly and  efficiently.  We  hope  that  you  agree  with  us  that  the  whole  Town  must 
be  considered  at  all  times,  not  just  one  department  or  one  resident.

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Article  4:  It  was  voted  to  establish  as  town  forests,  under  RSA  31:110,  the 
following  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  acquired  by  the  Town  in  1976  by  pur- 
chase from  the  estates  of  Robert  W.  Upton  and  Martha  G.  Upton: 

Block  2  Parcel  numbers  83,  97  and  122 

Block  3  Parcel  numbers  63  and  138 

Block  4  Parcel  numbers  26,  27,  56,  65,  68  and  116 

Block  5  Parcel  number  64, 

and  to  authorize  the  Town  Conservation  Commission  to  manage  such 
town  forests  and  to  develop  and  carry  out  a  forest  management  program 
for  the  same  and  other  multiple  use  programs  consistent  therewith. 

Article  5:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine,  after  public 
hearing,  the  proper  utilization  of  all  those  lands  acquired  by  the  Town 
from  the  estates  of  Robert  W.  Upton  and  Martha  G.  Upton,  which  are 
not  established  as  town  forests  under  the  preceding  article. 

Article  6:   It  was  voted  not  to  elect  Planning  Board  members  at  the  next  reg- 
ular town  meeting  as  outlined  in  New  Hampshire  State  Law  RSA  36:4.

Article  7:  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($33,500.)  for  the  purchase  of  the  following  highway 
equipment: 

Dump  truck  with  plow  and  wing,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  with- 
draw the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Article  8:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000.)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Replace- 
ment of  Highway  Equipment. 

Article  9:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Cap- 
ital Reserve  Fund  established  in  1%6  for  the  Purchase  of  Highway 
Equipment  the  amount  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.)  and 
all  interest  accrued  and  add  this  amount  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
established  in  1959  for  the  Purchase  of  New  or  Replacement  of  Existing 
Highway  Equipment.  This  will  combine  two  capital  reserve  funds  into 
one. 

Article  10:  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000.)  to  purchase  additional  land  along  the  easterly  and  northerly 
sides  of  Sargent  Park  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the 
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amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  es- 
tablished under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance 
Act  of  1972. 

Article  11:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  v^ithdraw  from  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  1962  for  Replacement  and  Recon- 
struction of  Town  Buildings  the  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.) 
to  be  used  as  a  set-off  against  the  budgeted  appropriation  of  the  Munici- 
pal Building. 

Article  12:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand, 
ninety-two  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents  ($1,092.54)  for  Town  Road  Aid 
Construction,  the  State  to  furnish  the  amount  of  seven  thousand,  two 
hundred  eighty-three  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($7,283.60)  to  be  expended 
on  the  Branch  Londonderry  Turnpike  and  the  Allen  Road. 

Article  13:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  ($15,000.)  to  improve  the  construction  of  the  public  highway 
known  as  Wood  Hill  Road,  the  State  to  furnish  an  equal  amount. 

Article  14:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply,  negotiate  and 
do  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain  such  Federal,  State,  or  other 
assistance  as  may  be  available  for  the  design  of,  and  construction  of  a 
sewage  disposal  system,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  said  assistance  as  outlined  in  N.H.  RSA  33:7-b 
et  seq.,  as  amended,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  15:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  forty  thousand 
dollars  ($40,000.)  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  plans  and  specifications 
on  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  facilities  which  are  requirements 
contained  in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as  amended 
(33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  will  qualify  the  Town  for  Federal  Funds, 
and  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  expend  such  additional  monies  as  become 
available  from  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance 
Program  of  the  Construction  Grants  section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Article  16:  It  was  voted  not  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  take  any  and  all 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  acquire  whatever  easements  and 
lands  as  are  required  to  comply  with  Permit  No.  N.P.D.E.S.  N.H. 
010048,  initially  certified  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pol- 
lution Control  Commission  on  July  20,  1975  under  the  provisions  of  Pub- 
lic Law  92500,  Further,  the  Selectmen  are  not  authorized  to  employ 
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whatever  statutory  provisions,  including  RSA  31:92-a,  as  are  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  in  order  to  secure  the  easements  and  lands  re- 
quired for  the  project. 

Article  17:  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand,  seven  hun- 
dred dollars  ($4,700.)  to  replace  a  police  cruiser  and  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  withdraw  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Rev- 
enue Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Article  18:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  surplus  equip- 
ment for  the  Town  from  the  State  or  Federal  Government  whenever 
owning  such  equipment  appears  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

Article  19:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

Article  20:  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  budget  as  $1 ,046,304.64. 

Article  21:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  to  the  Bow 
School  District  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  that  piece  of  Town  land 
located  southerly  of  the  Bow  Memorial  School  and  known  as  Block  *3, 
Parcel  *106  on  the  Bow  Town  map  containing  18.5  acres  more  or  less 
for  the  purpose  of  future  school  use. 

Article  22:  It  was  voted  to  accept  reports  as  written  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  23:  As  no  other  business  was  brought  to  the  floor,  the  meeting  ad- 
journed at  12:00  Midnight.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

1977  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Bow  Highway  Department.  Outside  of  a 
nasty  storm  we  had  in  March,  the  winter  of  '77  wasn't  too  hard  on  us. 

We  were  kept  busy  with  our  maintenance  program  of  seaHng  and  shim- 
ming, as  well  as  cutting  brush,  cleaning  ditches  and  catch  basins,  etc. 

I  am  well  pleased  with  the  results  of  our  shimming  during  the  past  two 
years.  TTie  roads  that  have  received  this  treatment  have  been  improved  great- 
ly and  it  has  eliminated  the  need  of  rebuilding  these  roads. 

Our  T.R.A.  project  on  Branch  Londonderry  Turnpike,  north  of  Route  13 
(Clinton  Street),  was  completed  last  summer  making  this  road  much  easier  to 
maintain  and  to  travel  on.  Our  next  T.R.A.  project  will  be  Allen  Road  which 
we  hope  to  get  started  on  in  the  Spring. 

As  the  years  go  by,  we  become  more  and  more  aware  of  the  growth  of  our 
community.  The  many  new  homes  add  more  work  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment to  cope  with.  Every  new  street  makes  for  more  plowing,  drainage  con- 
trol, ditches  and  catch  basins  to  clean.  We  accept  the  challenge  and  strive 
to  do  the  best  we  can  to  make  everyone  travel  as  trouble  free  as  possible; 
however,  as  we  perform  our  duties,  we  become  aware  of  problems  that  appear 
and  grow  as  the  years  go  by. 

A  problem  that  has  confronted  us  many  times  in  our  cleanup  during  the 
last  few  years,  especially  in  the  spring,  is  the  sand  we  put  on  the  roads  all 
winter  as  well  as  sand  accumulation  from  sealing  etc.  In  order  to  clean  up 
properly,  we  need  a  pick-up  type  sweeper.  Until  now,  we  have  had  to  hire 
one;  however,  when  the  time  comes  for  cleanup  the  sweeper  is  very  much  in 
demand  and  consequently  there  is  no  sweeper  available.  Due  to  these  prob- 
lems we  know  exist  and  the  many  phone  calls  we  receive  regarding  this,  we 
deem  it  necessary  to  put  in  for  a  sweeper  in  our  budget  this  year.  We  are  in 
hopes  of  getting  a  sweeper  that  will  not  only  sweep,  but  will  be  usable  to  clean 
catch  basins  as  well.  This  type  of  equipment  is  expensive  but  should  have  a 
life  of  over  ten  years,  making  the  cost  less  than  it  immediately  appears  to  be. 

Our  ice  control  program  requires  the  use  of  considerable  sand  in  order  to 
keep  our  salt  consumption  down  and  while  doing  so,  we  reach  a  saturation 
point  after  a  while  which  requires  a  means  of  cleaning  it  up.  We  request  your 
support  in  the  purchase  of  a  sweeper. 

Blessed  with  everyone's  help  and  patience,  as  we  have  had  in  the  past,  we 
look  forward  to  the  New  Year  with  encouragement  and  desire  to  do  as  good 
a  job  as  we  know  how.

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REPORT  OF  BAKER  FREE  LIBRARY 

1977  was  a  year  of  remembrance  and  a  year  of  looking  into  the  future. 
Baker  Free  Library  displayed  the  piece  of  bunting  proudly  over  her  South 
Street  entrance  in  celebration  of  Bow's  250th  Anniversary.  With  this  in  mind, 
at  Town  Meeting  in  March,  the  staff  presented  their  annual  collection  of  new 
books  during  polling  hours.  This  has  been  a  tradition  for  many,  many  years 
and  helps  the  new  people  of  our  community  to  know  that  we  do  have  a  good 
library  for  their  use. 

During  Old  Home  Week  in  May,  our  250th  Anniversary  Committee  buried 
a  Time  Capsule  in  our  lawn  on  South  Street.  The  day  of  the  parade,  our 
parking  lot,  lawn  and  facilities  turned  out  to  be  a  welcome  "oasis"  for  parade 
participants  and  watchers. 

Among  our  changes  this  year  —  the  most  important  one  was  the  retire- 
ment of  Mrs.  Barbara  K.  Howe,  Librarian,  on  August  31st.  She  served  in  this 
capacity  for  almost  25  years  and  brought  this  library  up  to  the  standard  of 
being  rated  one  of  the  best  libraries  in  N.H.  of  our  population  level.  On  Sep- 
tember 16th  a  retirement  party  was  tendered  her  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  Staff,  with  many  friends,  associates  and  her  three  daughters  in  attend- 
ance, when  the  Selectmen  presented  her  with  a  plaque.  The  Trustees  estab- 
lished a  fund,  the  donations  of  funds  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  Library  chosen  by  Mrs.  Howe  and  marked  in  her  honor. 

Our  Bow  Memorial  School  has  increased  their  usage  of  our  Library  in  sev- 
eral ways.  Several  teachers  have  brought  classes  down  for  instruction,  infor- 
mation and  books.  Most  Wednesday  afternoons  at  2:00  p.m.,  a  bus  group  of 
7,  8,  or  9th  graders  come  for  recreational  reading  and/or  reference  material. 
For  quite  a  few  years  each  Spring  all  kindergarteners  are  brought  also  by  bus 
and  given  conducted  tours  and  instruction  in  library  usage.  Each  year,  we  are 
finding  there  are  fewer  children  unfamiliar  with  our  Library.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  our  parents  who  realize  how  valuable  books  are  to  a  child's  devel- 
opment. The  Bow  Women's  Club  has  been  conducting  Story  Hours  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month  during  the  school  year.  If  our  budget  is  approved, 
as  submitted,  by  the  Town  Meeting,  we  are  extending  our  hours  on  Wednes- 
day and  the  Story  Hour  will  be  held  on  Wednesday  Mornings  by  popular  re- 
quest. A  story  telling  workshop  was  held  for  the  women  who  participate  in 
this  special  hour  by  Mrs.  Kay  Herrick,  our  State  Library  Consultant.

The  year  of  1977  proved  to  be  an  effective  year  for  your  Police  Department. 
This  can  be  seen  in  the  aspects  of  motor  vehicle  safety  and  crime  prevention. 
As  the  Town  of  Bow  has  grown,  so  has  the  Department.  There  are  four  full 
time  officers  and  ten  special  officers.  Although  the  number  of  calls  on  the 
department  has  increased,  the  staff  has  been  able  to  handle  all  requests. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  decreased  by  15  this  year  which  also  marked  a  de- 
crease in  personal  injury  accidents.  Approximately  7,000  radar  checks  were 
carried  out.  This  form  of  preventive  law  enforcement  has  proved  to  be  effec- 
tive in  curtailing  the  number  of  speeding  violations  and  possible  resulting 
accidents.  However,  this  is  a  never  ending  task  and  a  constant  effort  must  be 
made  to  keep  this  level  of  safety.  We  are  also  faced  with  the  expansion  of  two 
major  roads  which,  upon  completion,  should  result  in  certain  traffic  problem 
areas  in  town  being  alleviated. 

Burglary  is  probably  the  biggest  problem  faced  by  a  police  department. 
Along  with  the  residential  growth,  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  number  of  in- 
dustries in  Bow.  Even  with  this  growth,  the  number  of  burglaries  has  de- 
creased. There  was  a  span  of  four  months  in  1977  in  which  no  burglaries 
occurred.  We  feel  this  is  due  in  a  large  part  to  the  cooperation  of  all  the  citi- 
zens of  Bow  aiding  the  department  in  taking  the  time  to  be  aware  of  the  ac- 
tivities in  their  neighborhood  and  calling  the  department  when  needed. 
There  were  563  calls  concerning  suspicious  persons  and/or  vehicles  checked 
by  Officer  on  duty.  An  average  of  17  house  checks  per  week  were  made  of 
residents  out  of  town  or  on  vacation.  This  comes  under  the  "Bother  Us" 
program  that  was  implemented  several  years  ago  which  has  proven  to  be 
very  effective. 

The  Department  helped  with  several  juvenile  programs  at  the  Bow  Memo- 
rial School  during  1977.  One  of  the  programs  was  "Patch  the  Pony"  dealing 
with  children  and  strangers.  Another  program  was  offered  to  future  baby 
sitters  helping  them  to  deal  with  problems  they  may  encounter.  At  this  time, 
the  Department  is  working  with  other  departments  to  try  to  initiate  juvenile 
programs  and  seminars  with  the  hope  of  making  better  future  citizens  of  our 
youth. 
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The  Bow  Police  Association  has  held  a  number  of  dances  during  the  past 
year  and  a  half.  A  total  of  $3,400.10  was  realized.  Expenses  were  $2,620; 
leaving  a  profit  of  $780.10.  These  monies  were  donated  in  the  following  way:

The  Dispatch  Center  is  here  to  serve  the  public  twenty-four  hours  a  day, 
every  day  of  the  year.  It  is  in  reality  the  pulse  point  of  the  Town  of  Bow. 

Not  only  must  the  Dispatchers  be  familiar  with  all  the  town  functions,  in- 
cluding the  different  groups  and  organizations  active  in  the  town,  but  they 
must  also  know  the  answers  to  hundreds  of  questions  or  know  where  to  send 
the  inquirer  for  the  proper  answer.  There  are  few  quiet  moments  at  the  Dis- 
patch Center. 

The  personnel  receive  and  record  all  incoming  and  outgoing  calls  and 
radio  transmissions  for  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Resque  Squad.  During  the  hours 
that  the  Recreation  Department  is  closed,  they  answer  the  calls  coming  into 
that  department,  too.  During  the  past  year,  the  following  number  of  calls 
have  been  coordinated:

The  Bow  Rescue  Squad  has  had  a  very  busy  year.  All  the  members  of  the 
squad  have  shared  in  the  responsibility  of  weekly  duty. 

In  the  past  year  the  Rescue  Squad  has  increased  from  two  to  four  meetings 
a  month  because  of  new  methods  and  squad  members  wanting  to  upgrade 
their  own  knowledge  of  emergency  care. 

All  members  are  re-certified  in  CPR  annually.  Some  of  the  squad  has  had 
specialized  training  in  "extrication."  They  attended  a  course  this  past  fall. 

Currently  the  Rescue  Squad  has  1 1  people  who  have  made  application  and 
will  become  members,  upon  completion,  of  the  "Advanced  First  Aid  and 
Emergency  Care"  course  at  the  Concord  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 

The  extrication  equipment  is  being  carried  on  52-M3  with  firemen,  trained 
in  extrication,  assigned  to  that  vehicle.  This  vehicle  and  personnel  responds 
to  automobile  accidents  in  conjunction  with  the  Rescue  Squad.

OF  THE  BOW  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  1977,  your  Fire  Dept.  made  214  runs  as  follows:

We  have  a  fine  Training  Program  in  the  Fire  Department  under  the  Di- 
rection of  Deputy  Roger  Ordway  and  Lt.  Nicholas  Crecenti.  We  had  17  peo- 
ple at  the  Meadowood  Fire  Training  School  in  September.  This  was  the  larg- 
est number  of  people  attending  from  any  town  in  the  State. 

The  Fire  Dept.  has  been  broken  up  into  four  companies  with  a  Lt.  at  the 
head  of  each  Company.  This  was  done  to  give  each  member  more  personal- 
ized training,  and  to  also  help  the  whole  Department  function  as  a  team.  We 
are  still  looking  for  new  members  to  fill  our  ranks.  We  feel  there  are  still 
people  interested  in  being  firefighters,  and  we  would  like  to  talk  to  anyone 
interested. 

We  had  a  large  Forest  fire  on  Knox  Road  in  May,  which  consumed  44 
acres  of  slash  land.  This  fire  was  the  worst  one  we  have  had  in  the  woods  in  a 
good  many  years.  We  in  the  Fire  Department  wish  to  thank  all  the  Towns- 
people and  other  Departments  for  their  assistance  on  this  fire. 

We  held  a  wood  stove  Seminar  in  November,  and  we  feel  the  information 
we  gave  to  the  people  who  attended,  gave  them  a  better  understanding  of 
their  wood,  wood  stove,  and  chimney,  and  we  feel  the  end  result  will  be  less 
chance  for  these  people  to  have  a  wood  stove  related  fire.  With  the  price  of 
heating  fuels  on  the  increase,  more  and  more  people  are  buying  wood  stoves, 
and  this  has  increased  the  fire  potential  in  the  Home.  If  you  are  going  to  put 
in  a  wood  stove,  and  you  have  any  questions,  feel  free  to  call  me  at  any  time. 
My  home  number  is  225-9419. 

During  1977,  the  Department  appointed  Allen  Harrington  as  a  Fire  In- 
spector, and  he  is  in  the  process  of  inspecting  all  of  the  Industrial  and  mer- 
cantile buildings  in  the  Town.  These  buildings  will  be  reinspected  on  a  regu- 
lar schedule. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  has  been  working  hard  on  behalf  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment again  this  year.  They  have  made  sandwiches  for  fires  and  purchased  a 
gasoline  driven  Rescue  saw  for  the  Department.  We  are  fortunate  to  have 
these  fine  people  working  in  our  behalf. 
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Smoke  Detectors  are  playing  an  important  part  in  preventing  large  fires, 
and  more  important  are  saving  a  large  number  of  lives.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  tell  the  people  in  Bow  that  we  feel  Smoke  Detectors  are 
one  of  the  biggest  assets  you  can  have  in  your  home  to  prevent  fires  and  loss 
of  life.  If  at  all  possible,  we  urge  you  to  purchase  at  least  one  Smoke  Detec- 
tor. If  you  have  any  question  as  to  where  to  put  it,  call  us  and  we  will  be  glad 
to  assist  you  in  selecting  the  right  place  in  your  home,  where  it  will  do  the 
most  good  for  you  and  your  family. 

Permits  are  a  must  if  you  are  going  to  burn  brush.  There  isn't  any  burning 
between  the  hours  of  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining.  Commercial 
permits  now  require  a  permit  from  the  Air  Pollution  Commission,  before  a 
burning  permit  can  be  issued  .  If  you  are  going  to  burn,  please  burn  in  small 
piles,  and  be  able  to  control  what  you  are  burning.  If  you  have  a  child  with  a 
Trail  Bike  or  a  Mini  Bike,  be  sure  he  has  a  good  spark  arrestor  on  it  before 
allowing  him  to  enter  the  wood  lands.  He  should  also  have  the  permission  of 
the  land  owner  before  entering  on  his  land  with  a  Motor  or  Mini  Bike. 

Our  Mutual  Aid  System  is  training  all  together  for  one  Drill  per  month, 
and  it  is  held  in  a  different  Town  each  Month.  The  more  we  train  together, 
the  more  effective  we  are  when  we  have  to  go  on  these  fire  calls. 

Let's  keep  1978  as  fire  safe  as  possible.  Let's  all  keep  Fire  Prevention  up- 
permost in  our  minds  for  the  safety  of  our  homes  and  families.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 

AND 

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city  respon- 
sibility (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a 
forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city 
upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits 
only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the 
town/city  and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  V*  of  1% 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordi- 
nate activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with 
backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works 
well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due 
to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

1977 

During  the  year  155  building  permits  were  issued  for  new  construction.  Of 
these  permits  70  were  for  new  single  family  homes  which  represents  a  50%  in- 
crease in  this  category  of  permit  when  compared  with  1976. 

As  of  December  1st,  Mr.  Robert  Ojendyk,  agent  for  the  New  Hampshire 
Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  had  inspected  and  ap- 
proved for  operation  59  sewage  disposal  systems.  Mr.  Ojendyk's  resignation 
as  Town  Engineer  and  Building  Inspector  became  effective  December  8, 
1977. 

At  the  1977  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  amendments 
to  the  Building  Code  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board.  Additional  changes 
to  the  BOCA  Building  Code  were  necessary  to  make  it  more  compatible  with 
accepted  construction  in  New  Hampshire. 

June,  1977  proved  to  be  a  record  month  with  15  single  family  residential 
building  permits  issued.

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BUILDING  CODE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 
1977  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  continued  the  learning  and  adjusting 
process  begun  earlier. 

Ten  appeals  have  been  heard,  several  of  these  consisting  of  appeals  on 
more  than  one  section  of  the  B.O.C.A.  Code.  A  discussion  has  also  been  held 
with  a  local  architect  and  his  client  regarding  the  compatibility  of  under- 
ground housing  with  the  Code.  The  decisions  of  the  Building  Inspector  have 
been  modified  2  times,  affirmed  1  time,  and  reversed  9  times. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  an  increased  willingness  of  individuals  to  consult 
with  the  Building  Inspector  and,  in  cases  of  conflict,  to  submit  an  appeal 
prior  to  construction. 

In  addition  to  submitting  proposed  Code  changes  to  the  Planning  Board 
this  year,  the  Board  recommended  retaining  a  qualified  engineer  to  evaluate 
certain  controversial  sections  of  the  framing  portion  of  the  Code. 

Scheduled  meeting  dates  in  1978  are  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month.

CENTRAL  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

At  the  end  of  1977  and  seven  years  of  operation  the  Central  New  Hamp- 
shire Regional  Planning  Commission  has  been  involved  in  a  multitude  of 
studies,  both  of  a  regional  nature  as  well  as  those  of  purely  local  interest. 

Current  studies  include  the  researching  of  and  preparation  of  a  series  of 
model  ordinances  which  should  prove  useful  to  those  communities  wishing 
to  use  them. 

The  Commission  is  most  grateful  to  the  Bow  Planning  Board  for  its  time 
and  assistance  in  reviewing  the  draft  of  the  Regional  Land  Use  study.  Such 
interplay  is  extremely  useful  and  meaningful  in  developing  more  concise 
regional  studies. 

The  Commission  has  also  been  pleased  to  be  able  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  Planning  Board  in  terms  of  ordinance  review,  economic  development 
questions  and  in  researching  various  state  law  changes. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  was  pleased  to  host  a  series  of  six  legal  semi- 
nars this  fall  which  were  well  received  and  attended  by  members  of  local 
boards  and  citizen  groups.  We  trust  they  proved  useful  to  all  participants. 

The  Commission  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue  to  serve  the  needs  of  its 
member  communities  in  future  years  and  appreciates  the  past  support  of  its 
activities  by  the  Town  of  Bow.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

General  Report 

The  Conservation  Commission  held  12  regular  meetings  and  4  special 
meetings  in  the  past  year.  Alexander  Saltmarsh  was  welcomed  as  a  new  mem- 
ber to  the  Commission.  We  wish  to  thank  Ed  Haffer  and  Roy  Peaslee  for 
their  past  contributions  to  the  Commission.  Mr.  Peaslee  was  one  of  the  origi- 
nal members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  established  in  1968  and  served 
10  years.  He  assisted  in  mapping  the  town's  natural  resources,  helped  acquire 
an  additional  91  acres  to  the  town  forest  on  Branch  Londonderry  Turnpike, 
and  was  instrumental  in  the  glass  recycling  program.  Mr.  Peaslee's  knowl- 
edge of  town  history  and  town  administrative  procedure  was  invaluable  to 
the  Commission  and  his  contributions  will  be  missed. 

Lance  Mackey  and  Robin  Greenly  were  sent  to  Conservation  Camp  this 
past  summer.  Two  students  are  sponsored  to  the  summer  camp  every  year  by 
the  Commission.  Students  must  be  between  the  ages  of  14  and  18,  have  com- 
pleted 8th  grade  and  have  an  interest  in  conservation.  Anyone  interested  in 
attending  this  camp  should  submit  their  applicatin  to  the  Commission  before 
April  1. 

The  Commission  assisted  Selectmen  with  the  settlement  of  the  Claremont 
Lumber  Company  trespass  on  town  land  and  the  resulting  loss  of  timber.  The 
Commission  is  now  notified  of  all  intents  to  cut  timber  in  an  effort  to  prevent 
a  recurrence. 

Numerous  dredge  and  fill  permits  were  reviewed,  including  final  plans  for 
culverting  and  filling  Ma  Willie's  Pond. 

Restoration  of  the  Nichols-Colby  Up  and  Down  Sawmill  at  the  outlet  of 
Putney  Pond  is  still  under  consideration. 

Meetings  are  held  every  third  Monday  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Municipal 
Building,  and  the  Commission  welcomes  all  input  from  town  residents.

Town  Forest  Report 

During  1977  the  Conservation  Commission  continued  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  multiple  use  management  on  the  town  forest  lands.  Lot 
56,  Block  4  (fronting  on  Page  Road  and  abutting  Village  Shores  Estates)  and 
Lot  122,  Block  2  (fronting  on  Robinson  Road)  were  surveyed,  including  the 
preparation  of  a  plan  and  the  blazing  and  painting  of  boundary  lines.  Lot  97, 
Block  2  (fronting  on  Int.  93  —  Bow  Bog  Brook  area)  is  in  the  process  of  being 
surveyed  with  a  spring  completion  date. 

The  Department  of  Resource  and  Economic  Development,  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  has  been  asked  to  assist  the  Conservation  Commission  in 
preparing  management  plans  for  each  lot.  TTie  Department  has  agreed  to 
begin  cruising  the  timber  on  each  tract  this  winter  and  prepare  a  type  map 
and  forest  inventory  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

Kear-wood,  Inc.  was  awarded  the  management  and  preparation  of  a  selec- 
tive timber  harvest  on  Lot  116,  Block  4  (fronting  on  Branch  Londonderry 
Turnpike).  The  firm  proceeded  to  mark  approximately  300,000  board  feet  of 
timber,  which  was  put  out  to  bid.  The  timber  has  been  sold  to  Pittsfield  Box 
&  Lumber  Co.  for  Approximately  $26,000. 

The  Commission  plans  to  have  more  lots  surveyed  in  the  coming  year  and 
to  proceed  with  the  selective  harvest  of  mature  timber  on  these  lots  as  reco- 
mended  by  professional  foresters.

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1977  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  BOW  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Bow  Planning  Board  met  with  the  Sewer  Commission  to  discuss  the 
Hall  Street  sewage  plant  and  sewage  district,  and  continued  to  broaden  the 
planning  process  with  liason  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  Board  of  Appeals, 
Conservation  Commission,  the  School  Board  and  School  Building  Com- 
mittee. 

Two  board  members  attended  a  six  session  "Planning  Seminar"  posted  in 
part  by  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  Ken- 
neth Bradley  was  nominated  by  the  Planning  Board  and  appointed  by  the  Se- 
lectmen to  succeed  James  Kibby  on  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional 
Planning  Commission. 

Amendments  to  the  Building  Code  were  approved  at  Town  Meeting  as 
proposed  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Subdivision  continued  to  increase  as  a 
total  of  36  new  lots  were  created.  20  zoning  exception  referrals  and  8  non- 
residential site  plans  were  reviewed.  Five  discretionary  easements  were  ap- 
proved. Numerous  other  subdivisions  were  placed  before  the  Board  for  which 
public  hearings  will  be  held. 

Changes  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations  regarding  fees  and  the  hearing 
process  for  non-residential  developments  were  adopted  after  a  public  hearing 
conducted  in  December  1977. 

Robert  Ojendyk,  Building  Inspector,  resigned  after  four  years  of  outstand- 
ing service  to  the  Board  and  Town.  Linda  Nylen,  Recording  Secretary,  con- 
tinued to  support  the  Board  administratively.

BOW  ATHLETIC  CLUB 

The  Bow  Athletic  Club,  a  non-profit  voluntary  corporation  with  the  pri- 
mary goal  of  providing  youth  athletic  programs,  had  a  very  successful  third 
year  of  operation.  Youth  baseball  for  ages  8  through  12,  an  all-star  baseball 
team  for  10  through  12  years  old,  girls  softball  for  ages  9  through  12,  a  pony 
and  a  colt  baseball  team  for  boys  ages  13  through  16,  two  football  teams  for 
grades  4  through  7,  two  basketball  teams  for  grades  5  through  8,  and  two 
cheerleading  squads  supporting  the  football  and  basketball  teams  received 
enthuastic  support  in  greater  numbers  than  ever  before. 

This  year  the  minor  baseball  program  for  8  and  9  year  olds  was  reorgan- 
ized to  attempt  to  give  beginning  baseball  players  more  instruction  and  to 
better  handle  the  drastic  increase  in  children  participating.  Also  a  new  soft- 
ball  team  for  girls  13  through  16  was  initiated  with  the  girls  competing 
against  many  neighboring  town  teams.  Approximately  350  young  people 
participated  in  the  program  offered  this  year. 

Once  again,  local  businesses  and  businessmen  were  enlisted  through  team 
sponsorship  or  advertising  in  the  BAC  Yearbook  to  financially  assist  the 
club.  Support  was  widespread  and  very  generous.  This  support,  together  with 
proceeds  from  club  fund  raising  events  and  donations  from  other  town 
clubs  permitted  the  investment  in  equipment,  insurance  and  uniforms  for  all 
youth  programs. 

Growth  of  the  Bow  Athletic  Club  baseball  and  softball  programs,  together 
with  the  Recreation  Department  Softball  Program,  has  created  a  serious  lack 
of  playing  fields.  Town  land,  on  Albin  Road,  was  designated  for  recreational 
use  and  recreation  commissioners.  Bow  Athletic  Club  directors  and  several 
interested  town  residents  donated  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  to  construct 
three  new  fields.  One  field  is  complete  and  the  other  two  started.  We  hope  to 
complete  the  remaining  work  this  spring. 

Continued  growth  of  Bow  Athletic  Club  programs  is  important  and  neces- 
sary to  provide  the  young  people  of  Bow  with  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
athletic  endeavors.  Successful  growth  will  only  be  realized  with  active  partici- 
pation from  an  increased  number  of  townspeople.

1976  was  a  busy  year.  We  entered  1977  with  the  plans  of  an  even  busier 
year.  We  also  entered  it  with  sadness  as  we  had  lost  two  of  our  members. 
Alvin  Prusia  died  July  26  and  Robert  Brunt  on  December  31.  Robert  Brunt 
was  one  of  the  six  that  met  with  Robert  Wheeler  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
forming  a  Senior  Group  in  Bow. 

Our  Town  was  planning  a  big  Celebration  of  it's  250th  Anniversary  and  we 
planned  to  be  part  of  it.  We  were  known  as  the  Senior  Group  at  that  time  but 
at  our  first  meeting  on  January  12,  we  elected  officers,  named  our  Group, 
formed  new  laws  and  became  the  Senior  Citizens  of  Bow.  We  registered  with 
the  State  and  received  our  Charter  on  April  27th. 

A  Committee  was  set  up  to  start  our  part  of  the  Celebration.  We  planned 
to  have  plates  and  tiles  made  up  to  sell.  When  they  were  ready,  we  voted  to 
give  the  No.  1  plate  and  tile  to  the  Historical  Society.  These  were  placed  in 
the  Library  until  such  time  as  a  Society  is  formed.  We  elected  a  King  and 
Queen,  Philip  and  Hilda  Sargent  to  represent  us  in  the  Parade.  They  were 
both  dressed  in  colonial  clothes.  Morris  Foote,  Sr.  drove  them  in  his  1928, 
Model  "A",  Beach  Wagon  and  he  dressed  for  the  part.
